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THE DATING OF ETHIOPIAN COINAGE 
by Jack E. Lewis 

The date on Ethiopian coinage consists of five numbers and appears 
beneath the bust of the emperor on all coins except Yl-4 which 
appear on the reverse and Y23-27 which appear behind the head. 

Y16 through Y21 and Y23 are undated. The picture on page 164 of 
Yeoman which purports to be Y17 is actually Y6. 

The number chart on page 163 is excellent but there is some artistic 
liberty taken with these figures of the coins of Haile Selassie I. 

Using the picture of Y35 as a reference, the five characters read 
as follows: TEN, NINE, HUNDRED, THIRTY, SIX or 1936. There is a 

variation of 7 years and 8 months between the Ethiopian calendar 
and you have 1944 by our calendar as the year of issue. 

The coins I have seen in the Y23 through Y28 series all carry the 
Ethiopian date of 1923 which would make the year of issue 1931 
instead of 1933-1934 as shown in Yeoman.

World Types 
World Types 
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NEWS FROM THE INTERNATIONAL NUMISMATIC FRONT 
by Matthew J.van der Voort 
ANS - ANA - OIN - NI 

That international numismatic contacts indeed can be very profit- 
able to collectors will become clear from the mention of my recent 
acquisitions obtained by swapping with collectors from abroad. 

Thus I obtained during the last few months: 

From a collector in Japan, member of the ANA, the rare 1938 Inner 
Mongolia Coin, Yeo. 1, the only existing coin of this country; a 
specimen of the 1 Sen porcelain coin, made at the end of WW II 
when the shortage of metals of any kind in Japan made it impossible 
to strike coins in metal. This porcelain money however was never 
issued and it must be considered as very rare. Yeomandoes not 
even mention it; a set of the 10 and 15 Kopeck struck in 1916 at 
the Osaka mint. These are silver coins and because of the war 
situation the Russian Government was forced to have coins struck 
at the Osaka mint. Although many of these coins were minted, they 
were not actually issued; the coins were melted down and only a 
limited quantity got in the hands of collectors and these coins 
too belong to the first rate Russian rarities. All the coins are 
in uncirculated condition. 

From a private Russian collector I obtained a Byzantine coin of 
Sewasotpol, Crimea and an uncirculated specimen of the rare 5 Kop- 
ecks copper token of the Leningrad Leathergoods Factory, issued 
shortly after the revolution. At an earlier occasion he had al- 
ready supplied me with a specimen of the Moscow Subway Token and 
a complete set of the Uzbekistan crude copper coins listed by 
Yeoman under Soviet Central Asia 1, 2, 3, and 4. The set of 
thusfar unpublished Khiva coins I described in The Numismatist of 
March stem also from this source. 

Finally I received a copy of the in only 12 specimen cast large 
size Kennedy commemorative medal designed by the Yugoslavian 
sculptor Emil Bohutinsky; see my article in Coin World of April 
13, 1966. 

Apart from the numismatic advantages thus obtained the contacts 
themselves contribute to a better understanding between people Oi 
different countries and undoubtedly we numismatists through our ^ 
international contacts help building a better world. This sounos 
idealistic for a man in his late 50ties, but if we do not try, 
we fail in our human duty.

GLENN V. RITTER

At the end of 1965, when I was clearing a cupboard, I found a small 
box containing a few medals and a score of foreign coins. These be- 
longed to my elder brother, but since he did not really want to col- 
lect coins, he gave them to me. I studied the coins and became 
interested in the various features one perceived on them and this 
is the way I became a junion numismatist ! 

I swapped some of my extras with my classmates and I was very happy 
that thus I acquired even a 1921 Morgan Dollar. 

A patient of my father, who happens to be a doctor, brought from a 
visit to Mexico a few coppers back home which he gave to me. The 
least circulated of them I kept, swapped the others againwith my 
schoolfriends. This proved to be a mistake on my part, since after 
the swapping I discovered that there are 2 different types of th:' s 
20 Centavos coin. Fortunately, I was able to re-swap a copy of 
the variety later. 

From an aunt living in England I got 2 Roman bronze coins and a rare 
Dutch Lionthaler of the Province of Holland, struck at the Mint in 
Dordrecht in 1589. 

My physical education teacher traded the foreign coins he held for 
some extras of the stamp collection of my mother. 

Gradually my collection grew and now I hold about 360 different coins 
already. 

Then my father introduced me to Mr. Matthew van der Voort, another 
patient of his. From Mr. van der Voort, who showed me his own col- 
lection, I learned a lot. He taught me how to handle and store my 
coins and he also explained to me the way to convert the AH dates 
on Arab coins into the AT era dates. He encouraged me very much in 
presenting me with a handful of his extras but only after I had 
studied these from the books in his library. On Mr. van der Voort *s 
advice I saved my allowance to buy a copy of Yeoman and somebody pre- 
sented me another indispensable numismatic tool: a magnifying glass. 

Since the time Mr. van der Voort acts as my coach I began to under- 
stand the features on the coins and he urged me to study the back- 
ground of every coin I can lay hands on. He told me to keep my copy 
of the German 2 Marks nickel coin with the effigy of the famous 
physicist Max Planck, which coin I intended to discard from my col- 
lection. I learned that these coins are withdrawn from circulation 
because they are of almost the same size as the 5 Marks silver 
pieces, which caused much abuse and confusion in Germany. Since our 
family has relatives in the United States, England and New Zealand, 
from which I occasionally get some additions to my collection, I feel 
I can in all modesty claim to be already a junior international 
’numismatist ’ and I hope in due time to be entitled to drop the 
parenthesis from the word numismatist.

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The following is a set of "trading rules" that were adopted by a 
group’. of world coin traders, of which 90% were NI members. These 
rules are not club regulated by NI; they are only being published 
as. suggested guidelines from which you can derive your own personal 
opinions. NI does highly recommend this set of rules as basic 
world coin trading rules. 


WORLD COINS MAIL TRADING RULES 

1. No trade to be considered final until mutual acceptance by 
both parties* 

2. Any coins considered unsatisfactory will be returned within 
ten days of receipt, for full credit* with no explanation 
required, 

3. If "want lists" are issued, trader issuing same will agree to 
accept any coins shown on the list until a new list is received, 
or an expiration date voids the want list, providing coins a :e 
in an acceptable condition. 

4. Coins which have been cleaned in any manner are non-returnable. 

5. The latest edition of "Modern World Coins" by Richard S.. 

Yeoman shall be used to establish values, except for Canada, 
Great Britain, and Mexico, where the current edition of 
Charlton, Bressett, and Buttry may be used . Any other deviation 
must be so indicated prior to the trade. 

6. Each trader to pay his own postage. Coins valued in excess 
of $10.00 should be insured by the sender. 

7. Traders will not divulge names, addresses, or confidential 
information about other traders unless specifically granted 
permission to do so. 

8. Culls, corroded coins, chopped coins, or coins less than 
"good" condition will not be traded unless specific mention is 
made of -the less than desirable condition, which shall have 

a reduced trade value. 

9. Traders should be informed whether it is agreed to carry 
trade "balances" . toward future trading, and the "time" and 
"dollar" limit, if any, on such trade balances, 

10. Honesty, integrity, and reliability form the basis for long 
term trading relationships. Each trader should strive to be 
fair in his dealings with others.
